FULL PEACE CANNOT 
BE NOW LONG DELAYED.

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The Official Communication Has Not Been -Re- 
ceived in Washington, but Its Transmis- 
sion There Is the Next Step.

MADRID, Saturday Night; Aug. 6.—Spain’s answer was made to-night. 
accepts the conditions imposed by the United States. 

Premier Sagasta communicated to the Queen Regent to-day the result of his 
conferences wih the party chiefs and generals, who had no other feasible plan to 
suggest. 

Then, having obtained her assent to it, he called a council of Ministers this even- 
ing, at which a definite reply to the peace demands was drawn up and approved. 

This reply accepts the preliminary conditions required by the American Gov- 
ernment for the official opening of further negotiations upon the details of a treaty, 
which will be discussed by the two Governments directly concerned without the 
assistance of French diplomacy and by the mixed commission which will meet in 
Paris after the middle of August. It is the opinion in official quarters here that 
hostilities will be suspended next week. 

Indeed, I am able to state that the Spanish Government and the members of 
the French Embassy in Madrid expect that the negotiations will be sufficiently ad- 
vanced by Sunday to admit of the prompt suspension of hostilities, the two Gov- 
ernments. having finally agreed upon all the main points necessary for the negotia- 
tion of a treaty. 

The second stage of the negotiations, on account of the Philippines, may be 
protracted until September. Premier Sagasta’s position seems to have been much 
improved by his clever consultations, having proved that the opposition leaders had 
nothing practical to suggest in order to continue war or to secure better peace terms, 
the only two cases,in which he was disposed to retire, as he told the Queen. 

But the Spanish Government is annoyed because the Spanish press points out 
that many of the high personages consulted by the Premier did not concéal that 
they would prefer to place the peace negotiations in the hands of a stronger Gov- 
ernment, even one taken from the Liberal ranks, and that the majority of these per- 
sonages, outside of the generals, advocated: convoking the Cortes at the earliest 
date possible, in order to ventilate in Parliament the delicate question of the respon- 
sibility for the present situation and for the war. 

An evidently inspired article printed in the Imparcial to-day, adroitly reasoning 
from the Spanish and financial points of view, urges that all the Cuban debts should | 
be assumed not by America—which, it admits, it is impossible to ask—but by Cuba, | 
when the island is thoroughly reconstructed and a government established under an 
American protectorate. 

The Imparcial reasons that it will go hard with the holders of Cuban bonds if 
Spain, impoverished by the recent colonial and foreign wars, should have to bear 
the burden of Cuban debts, which she unfortunately guaranteed. 

The paper skillfully calls attention of the European holders of Cuban securities 
to a suggestion that Spain should advance enough money to pay the interest and 
the amortisation of the Cuban debts only until the Cuban resources are sufficiently 
developed under American assistance to permit the Cuban Republic to assume their 
consolidated debt. 

The Imparcial plainly indicates that this suggestion might be the basis of nego- 
tiations which the majority of the Spaniards persist in thinking their Government 
will prolong in order to induce America to do something for the Cuban bondholders, 
although almost the whole of the debt—$155,000,000 existing in 1895, when the pres- 
ent rising began, and $400,000,000 expended since then—has been wholly devoted 
to the expenses of endeavoring to maintain Spanish rule in Cuba.

SOUTH RIVER, N. J., Aug. 6—Jealous of 
his pretty young wife, Christina, Carl 
Christiansen, the blind proprietor of the 
principal inn here, cut her throat and then 
choked himself to death. The bodies were 
discovered at noon to-day in a room 80 
splashed with blood that it gave mute 
evidence of the terible struggle that had 
taken place, for the woman, like her 
husband had great strength. 

A year ago Christiansen brought from 
New York City a woman of his national- 
ity—Danish. She was 10 years his junior. 
Her cheeks were rosy and her figure su- 
perb. She at once became very popular 
with the men who frequented the hotel, 
Qahristiansen, though blind, was keen of 
sense. The husband remonstrated, threat- 
ened, commanded, without avall. Then he 
struck her. Soon fights between them 
were frequent and the wife often whipped 
the husband, for she had the advantage 
of sight. 

Friday night Mrs. Christiansen went out 
fora drive with a youn.z man. Her husband 
angrily waited for her, ani when ghe re- 
‘urned after midnight there was a quurre 
more terrible than any before Neighbors 
heard the man say: “T'll ki)l you before 
morning if I swing for i-. 

Theie Was noise of a stcuggle, but those 
who heard it believed in the woman's abili- 
ty to procect nerself, and nobouwy nterfered, 
Saturday morning the hotel was nut opened 
at the usual time. At noon the shutters 
were still up and it was decided to make 
an investigation. A message was sent to 
the owner of the property, and he, accom- 
panied by a Constable, broke in the door. 

In the sitting room back of: the saloon 
they found the woman, dead, on the floor 
in a pool of her own blood, her throat cut 
from ear to ear, and her arms and hands 
gashed in a dozen places. 

Nearer to the door was the husband's 
body. His face was black and around his

Meanwhile his wife, it is 
thought. had crawied along the floor until 
‘she picked up his d!scarded shirt and with 
it tried to stanch her wounds. 

Christiansen’s body was covered with 
bruises, cuts and scratches that told of the 
woman's desperate fight, for the gash in 
both her hands showed she had clutched 
the razor. 

Neither Christiansen nor his wife have 
relatives in this country. 

The Coroner has taken charge of the 
bodies pending the appointment of an ad- 
ministrator of the estate, which is con- 
siderable. 

As an additional motive for the murder 
it is sald that Christiansen had deposited 
$2000 in a bank at New Brunswick to his 
wife's credit, and that a few days ago he 
discovered that she ed drawn all of the 
money but $165.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—The absurd st6ry that 
the Princess of Wales had gone to Copen- 
hagen to bring family influences to bear to 
prevent a war between Russia and England 
has been abandoned by those who would 
insist that she did not leave the Prince of 
Wales after a quarrel. They have dropped 
back to the more plausibie if none more 
truthful story of her mother’s illness . 

Confronted in this new position by the 
fact that the Queen of Defmark is out 
driving every day, they assert that her 
doctors advised her to take much carriage 
exercise. This is possible but it is evident 
that an old lady who can drive out twice a 
day is not in a sufficiently precarious con- 
dition to demand that her daughter should 
go post haste to her side at a moment's 


notice. 

The gossip that has sprung up over the 
Princess’ departure states that affairs on 
board the royal yacht Osborne.since the 
Princess’ Separtuce have undergone a com- 

lete transformation. 
F special correspondent of the Post- Dis- 
patch at Cowes wires: “The Prince is cer- 
tainly not mourning much over the report- 
ed iliness of his mother-in-law. Ever since 
the Princess left he has entertained relays 
of visitors aboard his yacht and is describ- 
ed by them as being in the best possible 
spirits. Before the Princess left few of his 
friends ventured aboard. All was stiffness 
and formality; now the steam launches are 
running all the time between the royal 
yacht squadron the Castle and the Osborne, 
bringing all the smart people to and fro. 

“The simple truth is the Prince was bored 
tovextinctiot by the dullness of the life on 
the Osborne while the Princess was mount- 
ing guard over him. He could stand it no 
longer and issued invitations for luncheon 
and after-dinner visits to a varied circle of 
friends at Cowes, and the Princess object- 
ed and left the yacht. 

“It is not thought ‘there is anything se- 
rious in the quarrel. 

“The Princess’ temper has grown testy of 
late years and these differences have been 
of frequent occurrence, but it happned in 
thia case that she could not manifest her 
Seco without attracting public no- 
tice. 

“The Princess is extremely quiet and dis- 
tressingly pious. She hates general society 
because she is deaf and pursues her own 
course with determination. At a military 
tournament recently in Londcn the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent saw the Prince and 
Princess sitting for three hours alone, in 
opposite corners of the royal box without 
once exchanging a word. 

“The Prince’s doctor views with some ap- 
prehension the new regime established since 
the Princess’ departure, but the Prince in- 
sists on not being treated any long€r as an 
invalid, and only occasional bulletins will 
be issued, He has made wecnderful progress 
up to the present, owin largely to the 
strictness with which the Princess of Wales 
saw the doctors’‘orders fulfilled, but if he 
gets restless now, us is feared. then much 
good accomplished will be undone. 

“It has been said that the Countess of 
Warwick was at Cowes, but there is no 
truth in the statement. The Countess is 
very ill at Warwick Castle, suffering again 
from the nervous breakdown that con ned 
her to bed for two months last autumn. 

The story that the Princess of Wales 
would figure in securing more friendly re- 
lations with Russia has caused- much 
amusement, as it is notorious that she 
takes no interest {n public affairs. She its 
a very charming lady, with very limited 
intellectual powers, and the idea of commit- 
ting to her a supremely delicate and { 
portant diplomatic mission is utterly a 
eurd. Besides, it is well known in dip'o- 
matic circles that the royal family in- 
fluences on these international questions 
are of no account whatever. 

The Duke of York is the most Intimate 
personal friend the Czar has on earth, but 
that does not prevent Russia's policy from 
being fiercely anti-Eonglish. The fact is that 
the Czar himself as a personal equation in 
shaping Rueésian poiicy is nil.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Folks who read in 
the Post-Dispatch to-day about the kiss 
bestowed upon Lieut. Hobson by Miss Em- 
ma Arnold of St. Louls at the Long Beach 
(L. I.) Hotel Friday night In the presence 


of several hundred guests, perhaps regard- 
ed it as an unconventional proceeding. 

But they would have changed their minds 
could they have heard all about it direct 
from the enticing lips of M‘ss Arngld her- 
self, and would have agreed with her that 
it was certainly the most natural thing in 
the world for her to have kissed the hero 
of the. Merrimac, 

Miss Arnold is a very pretty girl, and a 
look at her is calculated to fill the mascu- 
line bosom with a huge desire to be a Hob- 
son himself. She has dark eyes, large and 
luminous; poets might liken them to the 
enticing green of a glade, to the depths of 
dark water, to the still glory of night.

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It*Is the Gem of the Philippines and the Most Pro- 
. ductive of the Group. 


The isiand of Luzon, which {fs to be ac- 
quired by the United States from Spain, is 


the largest and most productive of the 
Philippine group. Its area is 40,885 square 
miles. 

From the mountains known as Caraballos 
of Balar or Nueva Ecija two ranges bifur- 
eate and stretch northward—the Sierra 
Oriental skirting the eastern coast as far 
as Cape Engano, and the Sierta Occidental 
keeping all the way at a distance of twen- 
ty-five or thirty miles from the western. 
Between these ranges lies the basin of the 
Rio Grande de Cagagar, which with its 
tributaries forms a large river system. On 
the western slope of the Sierra Occidental 
two other large Trivegs take their rise ana 
after a winding course fall into the gulf 
of Linagan. 

South of these mountains a flat region 
extends to the bay of Manila and forms a 
rich agricultural district, well watered and 
adapted by nature for thorough cultivation, 
To the west of the flat region the country 
rises into the considerable’ Cordillera de 
Zambales, which contain a number of peaks 
five or six thousand feet high. 

To the éast and south of Manila Bay the 
country is hilly, but the large area of 350 
square miles ts occupled by the Pasig, on 
which small steamers ply. 

In the valley of the Cagayar are great to- 
bacco fields, which rival those of Vuelta 
Abajo of Cuba. The greater part of the 
sugar exported from the islands comes 
from Luzon. Hemp comes mostly from the 
other islands, Rice is a staple crop, but 
none is exported, and notwithstanding 
abundant territory suitable for rice it is 
neglected. Coffee abounds. The better class 
of natives have little coffee trees which 
produce four or five bushels of coffee berry 
a year. Only a small portion of this Is ex- 
ported. Swamp grass takes the place of 
hay as food for buffalo cattle, the draft 
animals of the islands. 

The sugar is very poor because fifteenth 
century methods of refining are employed. 
There are on the islands 5920 cattle sugar 
mills, 29 steam power and 35 water mills, 
most of them being on Luzon. The esti- 
mated crop for '97-'98 is 190,000 tons. 

The tobacco crop is important. Manila 
tobacco and cigars are in the Eastern 
World what Havana tobacco and cigars 
are in the Western. One company at Man- 
ila employs 10,000 hands and has a capital 
of $15,000,000. There are more than 20,000 


‘men, women and children employed in and 


about Manila In this industry. 
Manila, the capital of the Philippines, 
is situated on the Island of Luzon, at the 
mouth of the River Pasig, which empties 
itself into the bay of Manila. The city was 
founded in 1571. In 1645 §t was almost en- 
tirel® destroyed by an earthquake, in which 
upward of 300 lives were lost. In 1863 a 
great part of the city was again destroyed 
from the same cause, and in July, 188, an- 
other terrible upheaval made wreck of a 
great portion of it. The inhabitants are 
naturally in constant fear of these visita- 
tions. The dwelling houses are built with 
special reference to safety under such cir- 
cumstances, and, although large, possess 
few pretensions to architectural beauty. 
The city proper within the walls is small, 
and contains a scanty population, but the 
larger Government buildings and religious 
institutions are grouped there. The suburba, 
of which B'nondo ranks first in order of 
importance, are centers of trade and in- 
dustry. The Escolta, the main business 
street, traverses this suburb, and in it most 
of the European stores and bazars are to 
be found. The Rozario, another broad 
thoroughfare in Binondo, is occupied chiefly 
by Chinese shops, and is a busy quarter. 
San Miguel tis the aristocratic suburb, be- 
ing the seat of the residences of the 
wealthy merchants and other residents. 
The architecture of Manila is not im- 
posing, successive earthquakes Maving 
wrought much damage, and the city has an 
old world aspect, tempered by its tropical 
surroundings. The streets present the 
greatest animation in the evening, when the 
cigar factories are closed and the carriages 
of the upper classes are out for the cus- 
tomary promenade. There are several an- 
cient churches which are worthy of notice. 
The Cathedral, founded originally in 1575, 
has been several] times destroyed by earth- 
quakes and did not escape in 1863. It h 
since been rebuilt, but again sustained con- 
siderable damage in 1880, when the tower 
was so much shattered that it had to be 
pulled down. There are several theaters, 
but none worthy of the place. The opera is 
well supported in Manila. A statue of 
Charles IV. stands in the center of the Pa- 
lacio square and one of Isabella II, oppo- 
site to the Variedades. The observatory, 
admirably managed by the Jesuit fathers, 
is well worthy of a visit. There is a good 
English club. Of the hotels the Hotel de 
Oriente is the principal. 
The city and its suburbs contain a popu- 
lation of 300,000, and are the seat of a con- 
siderable and yearly increasing commerce. 
The principal articles of export are hemp, 
Sugar, tobacco, cigars, coffee and indigo, 
while of the Imports cotton goods form the 
chief item. The anthorage is distant some 
three miles from the shore. The river pre- 
sents a scene of great animation, being 
crowded with native craft, interspersed 
with vessels of foreign build. 
The police force of the city !s under mil-4 
itary discipline, and ts composed of natives. 
A new department of the police has recent- 
ly been formed) called the municipal guard. 
There is also a force of watchmen, who 
patrol from 10 o’clock at night until 5 
o'clock In the morning through the more 
populous parts of the city, and are paid 
by the merchants and tradesmen. A very 
low average of crime is said to exist, but 
the native classes are much addicted to 
gambling, an offense punishable by law, 
although the government reaps a large 
portion of its revenue from the sale of 
lottery tickets. A race meeting is held in 


the spring. There are five dally papers— 


al 


La Vox Espanola, El Espanol and Fl No- 
ticero, which are published tn the evening. 
The hot season begins in March and con- 
tinues until July. The rains begin in 
August and continue until December, dur- 
ing which time the roads and streets get 
into bad condition. The maximum annual 
rain-fall recorded is 114 irfches and the 
minimum 8&4 inches. The maximum of the 
thermometer is about 92 degrees; a cool 
breeze sets in at night reducing the heat 
to an endurable temperature for sleeping. 
According to the census of 1883 there were 
residing in. Manila 2 foreigners of 
European origin, 4189 European Spaniards, 
15,157 Chinese, 46,066 Chinese mestizos (or 
half-breeds), 8849 Spanish mestizos and 160.- 
896 pure natives. 

Tramways run in the principal streets 
of the city, and a railway to Dagupan was 
opened to traffic throughout its entire 
length, 13 miles, ‘on Nov. 23, 1892. There is 
also a steam road to Malabon, and electric 
lights have been put up in the public 
Squares and walks, in the business houses 
and in the principal streets. There are a 
maritime arsenal and a patent slip at Cay. 
ite, on the opposite side of the bay. It has 
also been decided to make an important 
Station and arsenal at Subic, slightly to 
the north of Manila, at the entrance to the 
bay. In connection with these works it ia 
proposed to construct a branch line rail- 
way from Dagupan to Libre, close to Su- 
bic. This branch line, joining the Manila 
Railway Co.’s line at Dagupan, will be 
constructed by the Government. 

The city and its suburbs receive ¢heir 
drinking water by pipes leading from San- 
talan, on the River Pasig. The water is 
carried to fountains, distributed tn conven- 
lent places through the streets, whence the 
inhabitants may draw for their domestic 
needs. The telephone system extends 
throughout the city and out as far as Mala- 
bon. Manila possesses many educational 
and charitable institutions, among others 
the royal and pontifical University of St. 
Thomas, which Is managed and maintained 
by the Dominican fathers. In this there 
are schools of theology and church law, 
jurisprudence, notarial law, medicine and 
pharmacy. 

The College of St. Thomas, which belongs 
to the university, maintains forty free 
scholarships for Spanish boys, who may 
pursué both primary aml advanced studies. 
The College of San Juan de Letran, also 
under the Dominicans, devotes Itself to 
the education of natives, and this college, 
as well as the other, is provided with an 
ayundance of select scientific materials, 
and with good physical and chemical oute- 
fits and exhibits and museums of natural 
history and fine arts. The College of San 
Jose (St. Joseph) is under the immediate 
direction of the vice-regal patron, and in 
this college instruction is given in medi- 
cine and pharmacy. The orphan asylum 
of Cambobong; founded by the Ladies’ 
Union at Manila in 1882, is in charge- of the 
Augustinians, and imparts elementary and 
advanced instruction, and qualifies boys 
for clerical situations, both in public and 
business offices. The Mandaloya orphan- 
age, likewise under the care of the Augus- 
tinfans, and of the sisters of that order, 
gives to its inmates elementary instruction 
and teaches themi household duties and 
other accomplishments suitable to their 
sex. St. Joseph’s Home, founded in 1810, 
is under the immediate control of the vice- 
regal patron, and its object is to give 
Shelter to poor and demented children. 

Hospital of San Juan de Dios, founded 
by the brotherhood of Misericordia itn 1596, 
and also under the control of the vice regal 
patron, cares for whatever invalids present 
themselves. It has six physicians, one 
pharmaceutist, one lady superior, twenty- 
two sisters, two chaplains, one head nurse, 
eight resident medical students and the 
number of other qualified assistants that 
the service requires. The Hospital of San 
Lazaro, founded in 1578 by .the Franciscan 
Order, is for the care of leprous patients. 
The Manila Monte de Piedad and Savings 
Bank, erganized in 1880, under the control 
of the vice regal patron, is designed, first, 
to receive pledges of furniture, jewelry and 
household articles, against which it lends 
money at the rate of 6 per cent per annum; 
and, secondly, to receive savings, deposits, 
on which it pays 4 per cent per annum, It 
has several branches. 

Matters relating to public health and 
charity are undér the supervision of the 
general department of charity and health, 


which has under it the board of charities 
and marine sanitation, the bathing estab- 


lishments, the lesser boards of medicine, 
pharmacy, the 
Phys:cians, the vaccinating staff, and the 
city hospitais and leper retreat. 

There is also a society, founded in 1780, 
ealled the Royal Polytechnic Society of 
Friends of the Country. Its object is to 
promote investigation into the arts, 
science, commerce and trade. The library 
museum was formerly opened in 189). 
There are three banks in Manila—the Span- 
ish Philippine, the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China, and the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Bank, the last of which has 
also a branch In Llollo, There are numerous 
social societies, among which are the 
Spanish Casino, the Musical Society of the 
Philippines and of St. Cacilia, the Manila 
and Nagatayan Club, with a branch in 8a. 
Gabriel; the German Union Casino, the 
Mariquina Gun Club, the Gun Club of San 
Juan del Monte. the Manila Jockey Club, 
the Manila Lawn Tennis Club and the Cy- 
cle Club of Manila. The Chamber of 
Commerce was established in 1886. Its ob- 
ject Is to watch over and protect the in- 
terests of commerce, trade and shipping, 
and, In the capacity of a mercantile court, 
to pass upon the questions and contentions 
that may be submitted to it by its mem- 
bers, The mint wag authorized by royal 
decree on Sept. 8, 1857; the colnage began 
in 1861 and ceased tn 1889, and in 1833 the e#- 
tablishment was reopened for the striking 
of subsidiary coins.

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An Eloquent Address Delivered Last Night at the Jefferson Club 
on the Question of Democratic Policy Concerning 
the Philippines.

Ex-Gov. Charies P. Johnson delivered an 
address last night before the Jefferson 
Club, the striking feature of which was 
his advocacy of the annexation of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

His declaration on this point waa reée- 
celved with every demonstration of delight 
by his audience, and was a revelation to 
the members of the club and ahe friends 
of ex-Gov. Stone, who have limited their 
expansion policy to Porto Rico and Hawaii. 

The crowd which met to hear ex-Gov. 
Johnson comfortably filled the hall, The 
warmth of thé evening doubtiers kept many 
l away. 

But the audience was enthusiastic and 
was with the speaker from beginning to 
end. 

Gov. Gohneon, unfortunately, was under 
the weather. and his epeech lost in effect 
because his physical condition made it 
necessary that he sit and read from a man- 
uscript. 

Gov. Johnson was introduced by Harry 
Hawes, who tcok occasion io ttop Congrezs- 
man Bailey of Texas by referring to him 
as the pleasantest plaything that Speaker 
Reed had in the last Congress. 


In opening the address of the evening, 
Gov. Charles P. Johnson said he wished to 
make what was simply a declaration of his 
own opinions. In this he reviewed the 
errors of the party in recent years to show 
how Cleveland had thrown away the party 
opportunities. He argued for ‘a bold, pro- 
gressive policy now—for the policy of ex- 
pansion. He interestingly reviewed the ter- 
ritorial expansions of the United States and 
their attendant histories and circumstances. 
meg | down to the present question of 
policy he said: 


FOR EXPANSION. 

Suppose that the policy of territorial ex- 
pansion in certain cases was in opposition 
to the policy of this party or that party, 
suppose that traditions are against it; does 
that argue that it is not right now in the 
case of Hawali, Cuba or Puerto Rico? 

Statesmanship is a practical business, 
eminentiy so. If we found in this war that 
to conduct it successfully we needed Ha- 
wali, it would be exceedingly ee states- 
manship not to get Hawaii if we could, 
nothwithstanding that the Congress of the 
United Stataes had refused Gen. Grant's 
a@apeal for the annexation of Dominica. 
It is well enough to respect precedent, but 
precedents do not always meet the require- 
ments of advancing times. 

Territorial expansion has long since been 
decreed as the Democratic policy of this 
country. “What next? This war, a just 
war, as shown before, has thrown aditional 
territory in the western hemisphere into our 

yssession., We have and virtuaily own 

uerto Ricd. It comes into our possession 
as a result of war; it has existed for years 
as a Spanieh colony. Shall we keep it? 
Woe be to the party leader in any party 
who advocates throwing away this God- 
given gift, given to benefit thé people of 
that island, given as a just punishment and 
retribution of the cruel Spaniards, and 
given as a benefit to the people of the Unit- 
ed States. I, for one, tradition or no tra- 
dition. am in favor of holding Puerto Rico 
as long as the nation lasts. It will add 
greatly to our power and wealth. The area 
of that island is == 3550 = aes 
as large aa some of our ates, a - 
tains a population of 807,000. Over that 
land we can easily form a stable govern- 
ment, military, if need be, for a time. This 
is a problem egsy of solution as time goes 
by. 


THE MONRVUE DOCTRINE. 

In the discussion on the annexation pol- 
icy as applicable to Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico, I find it frequently urged that it is 
in opposition to the Monroe doctrine. The 
policy of territorial expansion Is in no case 
violative of the spirit of that doctrine. 
This governmental dictum originated in the 
following from President Monroe's message 
of Dec. 2, 1823: 

“We owe it, therefore, to/candor and to 
the amicable relations existing between the 
United States and those powers to declare 
that we should con@ider any attempt on 
their part to extend their system to any 
portion of this hemisphere as dangerous to 
our peace and safety. With the existing 
colonies or dependencies of any European 

ower we have not interfered and shall not 
‘}nterfere. But with the Governments who 
‘have declared their independence and main- 
tained it, and whose independence we have, 
on great consideration and _ on just prin- 
ciple acknowledged, we could not view any 
‘interposition for the purpose of oppressing 
them. or controlling in any other manner 
| their destiny, by any European power in 
any other light than as the manifestation 
‘of an unfriendly disposition toward the 

United States.” 

“With the existing colonies or dependen- 
cies of any European power we have not 
interfered and shall not interfere. But 
with Governments who have declared their 
independence we want no interference. In 
case of war between France and ween. and 
France conquered, could the Unifed States 

revent the cession to France of Puerto 

Zico? Of course not. The colonies of for- 
eign rations are subject to the fortunes of 
war. It is only to Governments established

He may contend on quest’ons of 
policy, but on fundamental questions of 
freedom he stands side by side and always 
will. The only “imperialism” this 
country is that of the nation mad® by the 
eople. The United States is imper.al in 

er greatness, made so by Wastiington, 
Lincoln, Jefferson and a host. of like 
characters. There is no danger from ambi- 
tion In the line of imperialism in this 
poumry. The shadow of the man on horse- 
~y never comes to our people and never 

-l, @nd the word dictator is unknown in 
es governmental vocabulary. 
0 nother objection urged against the reten- 

ye of these islands is that it wil) require 
a large increase in the regular army. Not 
mgvessarily so. Whe strength and efficiency 
of our militia system, as shown in the pres- 
= war, proves the groundlessness of any 
pas in that direction. Then it is urged 
there will be required an increase in the 
pevy. Heaven grant that it may be so! 
here is no danger in a large and powerful 
navy, Increase it by all means. t is the 
schoolhouse and storehouse of patriotism 
and the bulwark against foreign invasion! 
I will not aaeve to see it, but the grand 
spectacle will be witnessed by my children 
when our ironclad warships wiil ride on 
every ocean and be seen in every port of 
the world, when the navy of the United 
oes will be the rival of that of Eng- 


There are other arguments resented 
against retaining the Phi ippines, but I have 
said as much as I desire in answering argu- 
ments. There is one other reason, how- 
ever, why we should retain these islands; 
humanity dictates it. The people of the 
islands were in revolt before the war be- 
gan, they still are so. They are fighting 
in aid of the United States, they have co- 
operated with our army and navy. What 
drove these people to revolt? The Govern- 
ment of Spain. They have been subjected 
to the eae | and oppression of Spain, and 
what may they expect if turned over to 
their persecutors when the war is done? 
We have seen the character of Spain's bar- 
barity in Cuba under Weyler and his suc- 
cessor, what assurance have we that Wevy- 
ler or his counterpart may not be imme- 
diately sent to the Philippines to crush and 
exterminate the inhabitants of those isl- 
ands? Humanity dictates, just as it did 
in our interference in Cuba, that these is]- 
ands should never revert to Spain. 

As I stated in opening my remarks. the 
opinions I have on the question of terri- 
torial expansion are my own private opin- 
ions, given out simply as euggertifhs to the 
party leaders as the best policy to pursue. 
I am aware that on the subject of the an- 
nexation of the Philippines, I am in op- 
position to many of my a‘soctate Demo- 
crats. This I regret, because I think I am 
right. I am anxious for the party te take 
uestion now, as 
the statesmen of the past did. It is a ques- 
tion near to the heart of the people of 
the United States. I cannot think that they 
will stand by the party who favors relin- 
quishing so much gained by the sacrifices 
of the war. The achievements of our sol- 
diers and sal.orms have aroused a wide- 
spread patriotism in the hearts of the peo- 
ple, and if to-day the masses were appealed 
to, you would find their voice proclaim- 
ing that the appropriate monument to com- 
memorate the@ glorious chievement of 
Dewey and his sailor associates in the bay 
of Manila is the erection of the flag of our 
country as the emblem of ownership and 
government over those islands of the Pa- 
cific. For, rest assured, the - Republican 
party will do it, and to them will be ac- 
corded in the same era the freeing of Cuba 
and the annexation of Hawali, Puerto Rico 
and the Philippines! 

The ending of the nineteenth and the 
dawning of the twentieth centuries are at 
hand, The m‘ghty nations of the earth are 
moving on new and advanced lines of 
thought and action. Great and mighty 
events are to occur. The position of this 
country is such that she cannot shirk her 
duties to mankind throughout the world. 
God grant that our statesmanship may be 
wise, brave and heroic!

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RESULT OF A 
POLITICAL ROW 


Jaceb Moses Falls Before 
Fred Marcus’ Revolver. 


WOUND IS SERIOUS 
AND MAY CAUSE DEATH. 


QUARREL HAD ITS ORIGIN ON 
DAY OF THE RECENT REPUB- 
LICAN CONVENTION. 


THE TWO MEN MET AND 
RENEWED THE OLD GRUDGE. 


Victim Thinks tne Bullet May Have 
Been Intended for His Brother, 
Louis, Who Was in the 
First Dispute. 


A quarrel that started on the day of the 
Republican City Convention at Harmonie 
Hall resulted in a shooting affray last 
night that may prove fatal. 

Jacob Moses is in the City Hospital suf- 
fering from a bullet wound inflicted by 
Fred Marcus. If he recovers it will be due 
to his remarkable vitality and to the skill 
of Dr. Sutter, the hospital sup€rintendent, 
who is devoting his personal attention to 


the wounded man. 

‘The bullet entered Moses’ left breast and 
ranged downward, coming out on the right 
side. The shooting occurred at 9 o'’c.ock 
last night in front of 2308 Farrar street, 
where Marcus lives. He was arrested im- 
mediately after the shooting. Moses was 
taken in an ambulance direct to the City 
Hospital. The injured man was game and 
talked readily of the affair as he lay upon 
the operating tabie. 

‘It was all due to politics,”’ he gasped as 
he slightly winced under the pain caused 
by the physician's examination. “On the 
day of the convention Marcus and my broth- 
er Louls had a dispute over the respective 
merits of Gov. E. O. Stanard and Mr. 
Schaepperkoetter, who were both men- 
tioned as candidates for delegates to the 
Republican State Convention. My brother 
favored Gov. Stanard, and Marcus was op- 
posed. I did not suppose at the time of the 
quarrel that it would ever to amount to 
anything, although it was plain that bad 
blood was brewing. 

“To-night I went past Marcus’ house. He 
was standing on h's porch. He saluted me 
in an insulting manner, and wanted to 
know what I was doing on his territory. I 
told him I had a right to the sidewalk. 
Without much preliminary talk Marcus 
drew his pistol and shot me. I had no 
chance to defend myself. My brother Lou. 
was with me at the time of the shootin 
and although he did nothing to renew the 
quarrel of the convention, I believe Marcus 
aimed at Louis instead of at me.’’ 

Marcus was not inclined to talk about 
the affair, but he anxiously inquired as to 
the condition of his victim and explained 
that he did not mean to harm him. The 
wounded man is a teamster and lives at 
3904 North Twenty-third street. Marcus is 
a peddler. Both meneghave for some time 
aspired to dictatorship in ward politics, an4 
both have more or less following in local 
political circles.

QUEEN ISABELLA II. 
REJECTED THE OFFER. 


THE REFUSAL HAS COST SPAIN 
TWO THOUSAND MILLION 
DOLLARS SO FAR. 


SPAIN MIGHT HAVE BEEN 
A RICH NATION TO-DAY 


Had She Accepted the Offer Made in 
1848 by Minister Sanders Act- 
ing for the United States. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 6.—When 
Spain says “‘yes’’ to the American demands 
she wiil have released herself from the 
most costly fine fate ever assessed for one 
fatal ‘‘no”’ spoken by her fifty years ago. 
She paid two thouscand million dollars and 
thousands of lives thus far in penalty for 
her haughty spurning of the courteous prop- 
position of the United States to buy Cuba, 
and at a time, too, when the United States 
was willing to pay $100,000,.000. How much 
greater this fine shall be Spain alone can 
decide. 

The story of this ‘“‘no’’ is one of the ro- 
mantic facts of history. 

Spain might have been to-day a great and 
flourishing kingdom, with an overflowing 
treasury, first-class credit, her territory 
covered with railroads and with thriving 
manufacturing industries, if only those 
words had not been spoken by her Foreign 
Minister in the summer of 1848. 

Spain has been paying a fine of $11,000 
every day in the year for,fifty years, as the 
penalty of saying ‘“‘no’’ instead qf “yes” 
to a confidential question submitted to her 
by the United States. 

It was one of those rare opportunities 
that, to nations as to individual men, comes 
once only, and once passed dre gone for- 
ever. 

James K. Polk was President of the 
United States, Isabella II. was Queen of 
Spain. R. M. Sanders was our Minister at 
Madri4, and to him, oh June 17, 1848, James 
Buchanan, Secretary of State under Polk, 
wrote Saunders to sound Spain’s Foreign 
Minister on the subject of selling Cuba to 
the United States. He was told that Presi- 
dent Polk thought $100,000,000 would not be 
too high, but he was to negotiate the, pur- 
chase for much less if possible. 

‘“‘At your interview with the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs,’’ wrote Buchanan, ‘‘you

I believe such to be the feeling of the 
country," was his reply, “that sooner than 
see the island transferred to any power 
they would prefer seeing it sunk in the 
ocean.”’ 

Proudly this wae said, quite tn the style 
of the Spanish grandee, but if he could only 
have looked ahead fifty years and counted 
the cost, would he have said it so lightiy? 

Suppose instead of saying they would 
rather see Cuba “sunk in the ocean’ than 
take $100,000000 for it, the Spanish states- 
man of that time had said to Minister San- 
ders: ‘Tell President Polk that we will ac- 
cept his offer.’’ 

Then the Spanish treasury would have re- 
ceived $100,000,000 in July, 1848, allowed to 
accumulate at 4 per cent compound in- 
terest, that $100,000,000 would have grown 
by July, 1898, to $700,000,000. 

To that sum must be added, in order to 
figure out Spain's loss in saying ‘“‘no” to 
President Po.k’s offer all that she has since 
lost in defending Cuba. On this point we 
have some reliable figures, furnished by 
Prime Minister Sagasta himeelf. That high 
Spanish authority declared a few weeks 
ago that within twenty-five years past, de- 
fensive works in the colonies had cost Spain 
725,000000. Fully half of that vast ex- 
penditure of $725,000,000 must have been ex- 


pended in Cuba. The co:t of the war 
against the Cuban rebellion, carried on 
since February, 1895, has been officiaily 


stated in Madrid to exceed $400,000,00. The 
cost to Spajn of the war with the United 
States, whith has been going on for over 
three months, is stated by Madrid official 
journals at $25,000,000 a month—$75,000,000 up 
to date. Another sum of at least $500,000,000 
must be added for the cost to Spain of the 
“ten years’ war.” which lasted from 1868 
to 1879. Adding all these items of lo’s to- 
gether and a grand total is’ found of $2,012,- 
500.000. 

Calling it two thousand million dollars In 
round figures, and we can proceed to meas- 
ure, by a few comparisons, the enormous 
penalty paid by Spain for the preferring to 
see Cuba sunk in the ocean in 1848 rather 
than accept $100,000.000 then offered her for 
it by President Polk. Two thousand mil- 
lion dollars would pay for the building of 
all the navies of the world now afloat. It 
would pay off the entire national debt of 
Spein, $1,414,000,000, as stated in 1897, and 
leave a surplus to the Spanish treasury of 
nearly $600,000,000. 

Spain’s entire arnual revenue, raised by 
severe taxation of her people, Is $155,000,000, 
Two thousand. million dollars is equivalent, 
therefore, to ai] the revenues of her treas- 
ury for over 13 years. 

How far different and infinitely better 
would the histery of Spain since 1848 have 
read if, when Minister Sanders made Uncle 
Sam's tender of $100,000,000 for Cuba in that 
vear, Queen Isabella's haughty Minister of 
Foreign Affairs had been blessed with the 
gift of seeing 50 years ahead and answered 
sé Tes,.’”’

It was heré also that Wyandance, the fa- 
mous old chief of the Montauk Indians, 
had his seat of movernment. What Is left 
of his settlement is still to be seen, ag 
well aa the ancient burial ground of the 
tribe, with its odd collection of queerly 
inecribed stones.

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ways an alluring fleld of exploration, com- 
bined with wealth of scenery and an at- 
mosphere that is a blending of salt and 
balm, the tired-out heroes of Santiago will 
find an opportunity for rest and recupera- 
tion that will be little short of a paradise.

BERLIN, Aug. 6.—The death of Prince 
Bismarck and the strange, almost rude, 
conduct of the family toward the Emperor 
and other high personages is causing a 
“reat deal of comment here. A leading 
Journal says: . 

“Thé notice of the death of Bismarck ad- 
dressed to the Emperor did not bear the 
Signature of the son of the doctor. 

“The Emperor commissioned Prof. Begas 
to take a cast of the features, but the emis- 
“ary of the sculptor was obliged to leave 


Friedericheduhe without fulfilling his mis- 
sion. The Emperor desired to see the body 
but the coffin was closed before he cou! 
do so, although, according to the testimony 
of Prof. Lenbach, neither were the features 
of Prince Bismarck disfigured nor were 
there any signs of decomposition. 

“When the Monarch arrived at Friedrich- 
Thue, the ex-M.nieter of State, Prince Her- 
bert, did not appear in uniform or wear 
decorations, but he - appeared only as a 
private gentleman. 

“It cannot be that the nation will draw 
definite inferences from these facts. 

“But it was not against the Emperor 
alone that Prince Bismarck’e family acted, 
The reigning German Princes, the peers and 
the nation were prevented from taking any 
part in the funeral. 

“To the Grand Duke of Saxe-We'mar and 
to the Grand Dukes of Hesse and Oljd- 
enberg, Prince Herbert wired to remain 
away. Kven Prince Hohenlohe, although a 
personal friend of the deceased and whose 
coming had beefi heralded in time, was not 
‘allowed to see the body. 

‘The coffin was soldered down fifteen min- 
‘utes before h.s arrival, to the intense sor- 
eow of the aged chancellor. Persons who 
. Were present in the house at the time af- 
firm that Prince Herbert issued orders to 
solder the coffin down as soon as the tele-

‘efficient medicine to prevent malaria in 
the combination of quinine, sulphur, mo- 
lasses and gin. This was prescribed by 
a Cuban and she took a large dose on 
reaching Cuban soil and gave considerable 
money to the Seventy-first and other regi- 
ments, to be expences for gin, molasses, 
sulphur and quinine. She says it is a 
horrible dose to take, but certainly does 
good.

M. Pavloff having 
peremptoriiy forbidden the hypothecation 
of the railway, and thus made the loan 
impossible, the British Minister, Sir Claude 
MacDonald, under instructions cabled by 
Lord Salisbury on the 22d of July. informed 
the Yamen that “England would not tol- 
erate any interference of another power as 
between Her Majesty's subjects and the 
Chinese Government contracts freely en- 
tered into with them by the latter, and 
would support the Chinese Government in 
resisting such aggression." 

Next day the Russian Minister repeated 
with added emphasis this demands, and so 
the matter stands pending the decision of 
China as to which power she will cast in 
her lot with. Anyway, the momentous 
fact stands out beyond the reach of opin- 
ion or recall that in the sight of the whole 
world Lord Salisbury has at last thrown 
down his glove to Russia on behalf of the 
policy of the ‘‘European door.” 

It so happens that the bulk of trade at 
stake at Newchang is American. To this 
piece of news should be added two others 
and the gravity of the situation willl be 
urndersteod. ‘The first is that Russia has 
forbidden the Shah of Persia to accept a 
loan from a British bank with whom -

INDIA SILVER MINTS, 


THE REPORT TUAT THEY ARE TO 
BE REOPINED SEEMS 
GROUNDLESS.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Slight concessions to 
silver may be advised by the Secretary of 
State for India in his budget report on 
Wednesday, but it is foolish to believe that 
he will advise the opening of the Indian 
mints. 

When asked to-day in the House of Com- 
mons by the Post-Dispatch correspondent 


whether the repegrted intention of opening, 


the Indian mints was well founded 
he replied that it was impossible for him 
to give any answer to such a question, but 
he would state the financial position of In- 
dia fully on Wednesday when he makes hi; 
budget statement. Among the best inform- 
ed bimetallists in the House the belief pre- 
vails that some slight concession would 
be offered by him on the silver question, 
but the opening of the Indian mints will 
certainly not be announced pending a re- 
port from the commission now Inquiring 
into the subject. 

The rumor that the Indian mints were 
about to be reopened for the coinage of 
silver was based on a very remarkable 
statement by a Hindoo financier, that ow- 
ing to the shortness of silver coinage in 
India wholesale lilegal coinage of rupees is 
going on, coins beimg turned out so per- 
fectly that. the mint experty even can with 
difficulty detect them. Tm iver strin- 
gency declared by the Indian fernment, 
seems to be due to temporary 
causes connected with the moving of a good 
harvest and is already passing_away, money 
being again easier.

In its effort to compel the State Board of 
Equalization to obey the law in the asses3- 
ment of the property of street and steam 
railroads, telegraph companies and bridges 
in Missouri, the Single Tax League is at- 
tracting attention all over the State. 

The application to the Supreme Court the 
past week for an alternative writ of man- 
damus to compel the Board of Equalization 
to follow the law, instead of custom in its 
of assessment is the third step in 
League’s persistent effort to bring 
about a proper return to the Btate of 
revenue from these enterprises. 

Less than a year ago, the Single Tax 
League, through a committee of which John 
J. McCann was a leading spirit, appeared 
before the City Board of Equalization and 
requested that body to take up the assess- 
ment of street railway franchises. The 
Board declined to comply on the advice of 
City Counsellor Schnurmacher.

In his petition presented to the Supreme 
Court, Mr. McCann states that he Is a tax- 
payer and a citizen of Missour.. Contin- 
ing. he says: 

And for his cause of action herein relator 
states that heretofore, to-wit, on the 26th day 
of May, 1808, he, in conjunction with several 
of his fellow-citizens and tinhabitants of the 
State, presented in writing to defendants, 
Stephens, Seibert, Pitts and Lesuenr, sitting 
as a majority or quorum of the State Board of 
Equalization, an appeal signed by him, re- 
lator, and his said associates, and thereupon 
offered in open session to said board to verify 
the same by the affidavits of himself, relator, 
and another of his sald associates, which offer 
was then and there waived by the board tak- 
ing the avermentsa thereof as if so veritlel, 
wherby it was brought to the knowledge of 
defendants that the various properties in this 
State owned by steam railroad companies oper- 
ating therein and subject to taxation by the 
beard for State, county. city and school pur- 
poses for the taxes of 1898, were of the actual 
cash valne of $221.719.496, continuons!y from 
May to December, both inclusive, of the year 
1807; that the properties therein owned by 
two telegraph companies operating therein and 
subject to taxation by the board for the taxes 
of 1898 were of the actual cash value of 
$3,520.514 during the said last named months; 
that the property therein owned ly one ex-

of them and on various eubseqnent sessions 
of said board from satd May-28 to July 28, 
1808, hereinafter mentioned, openly, expressly 
amd continnously declared themselves as op- 
posed to the assessment or taxation of the 
properties of the companies referred to at the 
actnal cash valnes of such properties; that de- 
fendant Seibert repeatedly stated In and out 
of the sessions of said board in words to the 
effect that it was not the policy of said board 
to astess property subject to taxation in this 
State at its actnal cash valne; that defendant 
Lesueur repeatedly stated in the sessions of 
the board words to the cffect that it was not 
the policy of the board to assess property sub- 
Ject to taxation in this State at its full, true

Relator then asserts that, defendants, Sel- 
bert, Lesueur and Pitts, voting together, as-

MeCann, in asking Chief Justice Gantt of 
the Supreme Court for an alternative writ 
of mandamus to compel the State Board of

steps which they are now taking. 

State Treasurer Pitts, the junior member 
of the board, is authority for the state- 
ment that wnen the board met Taursday 
to fix the assessment va.uation of the street 
railways of the State, it ‘being the first time 
in the history of the board tnat it became 
its duty to assess such railways, the mem- 
bers did not feel themselves sufficiently in- 
formed as to what valuation to fix; hence 
it adjourned until next Friday in order 
that they might learn more concerning the 
work. (Chairman 8. L. Moser of the Equal 
Taxation Committee of the St. Louis Singie 
Tax League, while before the board Thurs- 
day stated that the local Board of Equaiiza- 
tion of the city of St. Louis, in assessing 
the street railways of that city for 189i, 
raised the valuation from five miilions to 
about twenty-four milions by a, vote of 
3 to 2, and within a week thereafter one 
member, for some reason, decided to change 
his vote, and had the board called togetn- 
er and reduced the valuation frcen $24,00),000 
to $6,115,000, as it stands in the report which 
is before the State board now. 

State Auditor Seibert holds that the ac- 
tion of the St. Louis Board in making the 
raise stated was to induce the representa- 
tives of the companies to appear before it 
to learn their opinion as to what they 
thought they should be assessed at, or to 
bring the matter into court, and Mr. Sei- 
bert came to St. Louis Friday to investigate 
that particular statement of Mr. Moser, an® 
also to get other| information such as he 
could to assist thd board in the work. 

Gov. Stephens agd Secretary of State Le- 
sueur, when appriged of the fact that Chief 
Justice Gantt had been asked for a writ of 
mandamus against the board, would not 
express their opinion in any way, other 
than when Capt. Lesueur was told that the 
petition for the writ declared that he, with 
Seibert and Pitts, by their votes, fixed the 
valuation of steam railways for this year 
at less than $30,000,000, said that he would 
like to know how McCann Knew how the 
vote stood. 

Mr. McCann will file his brief with Chief 
Justice Gantt within a few days, and the 
decisfon of the Chief Justice is expected be- 
fore the board meets next Friday. 

Judge Gantt said that he would not ccn- 
sider the matter further until the brief was 
filed, and then he would take it up at once; 
that this was his vacation and he was not 
seeking work: that he had not the slightcst 
ifea as to what the action of the board has 
been further than that disclosed by the pe- 
tition, nor with what force the single tax- 
ers could substantiate their claims, and 
that he had not the faintest impression now 
as to what his opinion would be. . 

The result of these proceedings, whatever 
they may be, will result in warm legisls- 
tion in the next General Assembly on tite 
subject of fixing the valuation on corpora-: 
tions for assessment. One member of ile 
board stated that he was in favor of enact- 
ing laws to assess all corporations at a cer- 
tain per cent of their gross earnings.

CHARLES C. WILLIS PLANNED 
HIS SELF-DESTRUCTION 
WITH CARE. 


SHAVED AND TOOK A BATH. 


He Left a Note Directing the Crema- 
tion of His Body Not Later 
Than Sunday. 


The deliberation with which Charles C. 
Willis committed suicide is remarkable. It 
is seldom that one who contemplates self- 
destruction is such a stickler for the com- 
pletion of preliminary details, mS 

Willis left instructions, by note, telling 
his wife what to do with his body. He said 
he wanted it cremated not later than Sun- 


day, and he saw no necessity for embalm- 
ing. He also took care to warn his wife 
not to let their eon see the dead body. 
In some respects these instructions denoted 
mental derangement, although nothing had 
ever been observed in his previcus actions 
to warrant such conclusion, . 

Willis was cashter of the Evans & How- 
ard Fire Brick Co., and was regarded as 
entirely responsible by his firm. His sui- 
cide came as a general surprise to all who 
knew him. 

Wiilis died by gas suffocation sometime 
Friday afternoon while his wife and’ s0n 
Were absent from their home, 1394 Stewart 
place. He knew they were away, because 
such arrangement Was agreed upon tn the 
morning when he started to his place of 
business after breakfast. When Mrs. Wil- 
lis returned home in the evening, she de- 
tected the odor of gas in the bathroom and 
investigation revealed the dead body of her 
husband in the bath tub. It Is said thai 
Willis left his accounts in excellent nape 
and there is no apparent reason why le 
longed for death. 

He shaved himself and took a bath as a. 
part of his premeditated planning just be- 
fore he ended his life.

precedented proportions, and there have 
been general and pronounced rises in that 
division of the market also. Dealers ‘n 
high classed investment securities report 
a strong demand for those issues, and in 
short, the general market for securities is 
in a highly satisfactory state for those who 
have securities for sale. A review of the 
general situation governing the prices tor 
securities indicates that the indications 
noted are reasonable and logical. In the 
place of reduced dividends, defaults and 
Ssesements on securities, the present orders 
increased, with extra dividends. In these 
c'rcumstances and with money on call com- 
manding 1% per cent, and only slightly 
better rates for long periods, it is natural 
that money ehould flow into securities, 
and, other things being equal, the process 
must continue until there has been a closer 
adjustment between the money and the 
security market. The logical extension of 
this general condition is active speculation, 
That this will be the outcome of the cur- 
rent situation before the end of the year 
seems ot be a reasonably safe predict.on at 
this time. 

The Granger stocks, as the shares of 
those roads traversing the great grain sec- 
tions of the West are’ styled, have been 
the conspicuous and logical leaders of the 
market this week. These companies have 
closed a year of extraordinary prosperity, 
and the general trade conditions of the 
Western States guarantee them another 
prosperous 12 months. The stocks of these 
companies, occupying a sort of middle 
ground in the fleld of investments are fur- 
thermore logical speculative favorites. 
With the course of time it is probable that 
the shares of these companies wil] be re- 
pare as investments in the sense that 
zake Shore and New Haven have long 
been, but in the meantime thes offer as 
noted peculiar speculative attractions, par- 
ticularly in a market like the present. As 
noted, these companies have closed a pros- 
perous year and seem to be entering upon 
another. Thus the Northwestern Company, 
the fiscal year of which closes in May, 
showed surplus earnings, after dividends, 
of $2,235,000, the surplus being more than 5 
per cent on the common stock. Yet the 
ed daca pays only 5 per cent in divi- 
ends, 

The official report of the St. Paul com- 


pany has not yet been published, but esti- 


mates based on fairly complete returns 


more than 8 per cent on its common stock. 
It earned nearly 6 per cent in 1897 and 7% 
per cent in 1396, This company also paid 


only 5 per cent dividends in 1897 and 1 per 
cent of this amount was accounted “ex- 


tra."” The Rock Island company, whose 


fiscal year closes In March, did well by its 


shareholders. After paying oply 2 per cent 


dividends in 1895 and 1896 and 2% per.cent in 


1897, the company has advanced its rate to 


3 per cent in addition to paying a stock 
dividend of 10 per cent. i ie. 
The preliminary report of the Burling- 
ton & Quincy for the ended fiscal year 
shows that the company, which also pays 
® per cent, in dividends, last year earned 
Now it is obvious that the 
showings made by these companies, if they 
can be maintained, point to the gradual 
disappearance of these stocks from the 
purely speculative arena. They have passed 
through the trying times since 1893 with no 
greater hardship to their shareholders than 
the temporary reduction in dividends, and 
there seems no great doubt that the pres- 
ent or better rates are 
years to come.

UKEN VICTORIA, though the 
Tuier of the biggest and richest 
empire that the world has! ever 
Seen, is by no means the richest person 
On the earth, according to the Léndon 
Times. In fact, her salary, $1,928,000 A 
year, is one of the smallest paid tb any 
ruler on the globe. And ef this sum all 
except $490,000 is epent by the Lord (ham- 
beriain, the Master of the House ahd the 
Lord Treasurer, who are responsible for 
the maintenance of the royal household. 

And of the $180,000 $18,000 Is oan ba for 
& rainy day, so that the exact amount re- 
ceived by Her Majesty is anly =e as 
fixed by Parliament. 

Compared with the huge inekehes of 
many of her subjects, ¢ is paltry in- 
Geed. Hers, too, ls the aemaliest salary 
that any British sovereign has eyer re- 
oelved, Most of the Queen's predetessors 
on the throne had at least tcf a 
year. On the Queen's accession this was 
red fo the present amount by the 
nat taking over the crown laniis and 
“aying Instead a fixed sum + ewe 


ee ee a ce 


one time the Queen's expenditure far ex- 
ceeded her income, and had it not been 
for a couple of legacies from her subjects 
the court expenses would have had to be 
curtailed, 

Riper years brought wisdom, and by 
frugality and economy the Queen has 
been able to purchase 37,000 acres of good 
land in Great Britain, yielding a\rent roll 
of about $105,000 a year. She also owns 
considerable property in Germany, & 
large quantity in New York and thou- 
sands of acres in Manitoba and “out 
west."’ 

Nearly all the European sovepeigns re- 
telve much bigger salaries than the 
Queen. The Emperor of Russia has con- 
trol over the revenue of his country, but 
he only draws $12,500,000 a year. The 
Sultan takes $7,500,000, the Emperor of 
Austria $4,650,000, end the Kaiser Wil- 
helm $2,925,000. The King of Italy re- 
ceives $2,925,000—the same sum as the 
whole British royal family—and the King 
of the Belgians gets only $625,000 a year. 

Tife private property of foreign sover- 
eigns is also very great. The Russian im- 
perial family is the richest of all royal 
houses, and probably among commoners 
also. Apart from his salary as ruler, 
the Czar, as head of the house of Roman- 
off, owns 21,000,000 acres of land in dif- 
ferent parts of Russia. These  ylileid 
more than $10,000,000 per annum; $2,500,000 
of this is paid in allowances to forty-six 
Grand Dukes and Duchesses, and the re- 
mainder is at the disposal of the Czar, 
who thus enjoys the enormous income of 
$17,500,000 a year—$2000 per hour. 

The Czar is also the owner of much 
valuable property all over the world, 
and especially in the United States. The 
Gaughter of the Czar and Czarina, the 
infant Grand Duchess Olga, is the rich- 
est in the world. The week ehe was 
born $5,000,000 was settled on her. 

The Hapsburgs, the royal hoypse of 
Austria, are very little, if any, poorer 
than ‘the Romanoffs. ‘They own im- 
mense landed estates and have also in- 
herited large private fartunes. The in- 
>ome of the Austrian imperial family is 
hot less than $7,600,000 in addition to the 
grants from the State. 

The Hohenzollerns have a private in- 
tome of nearly $8,000,000 per annum, par- 
tially derived from large investments in 
New York. The Italian royal family 
have a private income of $3,000,000 a year, 
also very largely derived from Americ an 
property. 

The Sultan of Turkey is fabulously 
rich. His annual expenses are said to 
amount to $30,000,000. .A million and a 
half of this goes for the clothing of his 
harem, $400,000 for his own wardrobe, 
7,500,000 Tok presents, $5,000,000 for pocket 
money, and another $5,000,000 for his 
table. It seems incredible that one man 
can spend so much money in one year, 
but when it is remembered that some 
1900 people live within the palace walls, 
live luxuriously and dress expensively at 
the eost of the civil list, it appears more 
comprehensible.

4% EBMEMBER THE MAINE” has 
. R been a potent battle cry in this 

war. It has been in the minds, 

ff not on the lips, of our soldiers at 
Santiago, and as for the sailors there, 
and elsewhere, the reports show its meas- 
ure of influence Whenever men-of-war 
have been engaged, the battle cry has 
floated in signal from the masthead. At 
Manila, on that May morning, the divi- 


sion officers went fp6m one gun crew to 4 
Another, inspecting them, and adding the 


unnecessary reminder, “‘Remember the 
Maine.” 

And when the time came, on the other 
side of the earth, our navy should get its 
chance at the Spanish warships, that 
third day of July, when ‘the chase of 
Cervera’s ships began, up to the mast- 
head of the Oregon went a pennant. 

“Remember the Maine!” read the sig- 
nal officer. 

Though many historic phrases have 
grown out of our land and sea battles in 
times gone by, still the number of real 
battle cries have been. comparatively 
few. Among them was the last words 


= of Lawrence, “Don't give up the ship!’ 


when he was fighting his successful 
battle in the Chesapeake with Barron's 
ship, the Shannon. Awhile after, Perry 


flew Lawrence's words from his mast- : 


head in the never-to-be-forgotten battle 
of Lake Erie, and this battle cry proved 
to be as efficacious as that of today. 
The British were everlastingly licked in 
that battle, and the dispateh in which 
Perry announced the victory—‘‘We have 
met the enemy and they are ours’’—is 
a classic among laconics, 

There has been only two American 
battle cries in which the injunctian ‘‘Re- 
member’ figures.. QOne,and the earlicst, 
Was the cry, ‘“‘Remember the | Raisin.” 
In the war of 18)2, Harrison was sur- 
prised at the River Ratein in the North- 
west Territory on thé Morning 4f Jan. 
22, 1813, and ‘he surrendered to a body of 
British and Indians. Many of the prison- 
ers were abandoned to the Indians and 
euriraged and tortured before being re- 
leased by death. But this was fully 
avenged in the fall, when Harrison won 
the battle of the Thames. Strongly ro- 
enforced, he pressed forward to the 
watchward, “Remember the River 
Raisin.” In the fight Tecumseh was

The other ‘“‘Remember” war cry was 
“Remember the Alamo.” The Alamo 
Was a fort at Baxter, which was gar- 
risoned by Texans fn the Texas war for 
independence from Mexico. Col. Travis 
Was in command of 185 soldiers in the 
fort, and was besieged by the Mexican 
General, Santa Anna. On the morning 
ef March 6, 1836, the garrison surren- 
dered on the pledge that their lives 
would be spared. Instead, as soon as 
they had given themselves up, they were 
butchered, their bodies piled together 
and burned, Revenge was swift and 
came in #ix weeks. Sam Houston, on 
April 19, fought Santa Anna at San Ja- 
cinto. Houston had about 700 Texans. 
and the Mexicans were three times as 
etrong.

SINGLE TAX 
IN ENGLAND. 


Young Henry George Re- 
ports That the Move- 
-ment Is Just Gain- 

ing Ground. 


Urging: that the British colony 

of New Zealand was the only En- 
glish-speaking «country to escape the 
world-wide commercial depression of the 
last few years, because of laying a tax 
on land values she reduced land specula- 
tion and forced vacant land into use, 


S INGLE TAXERS across the sea are 


consequently reduced all ground rents — 


and thereby relieved all renters of land, 
whether farmers, timber cutters, graz- 
ers, manufacturers, merchants or mere 
dwellers, which sent such a thrill of 
prosperity through every channel of in- 
dustry throughout New Zealand as to 
keep every workman busy. 

It is pointed out by Harry George, son 
of the late Single Taxer, that, seeing 
this, the Australian colony of New South 
Wales, after a protracted politica] fight, 
put a special tax upon land values with 
results much like those witnessed in New 
Zealand; and, furthermore, that the 
policy of instituting a land value tax is 
rising as the first question in political 
contests in Natal, South Africa, and in 
other British colonies. 

But in Great Britain and Ireland that 
question has assumed its greatest im- 
portance. Two hundred and sixty town 
councils and other local authorities in 
Great Britain, including those of the two 
greatest cities in the empire—London and 
Glasgow—have petitioned Parliament for 
the right to raise local revenue from land 
values, and this is supported by com- 
mercial bodlés and almost unanimously 
by the trades unions, which are much 
stronger there than they are in the 
United States. So clear has this ques- 


tion grown in local affairs of London, for 


instance, that in the County Council elec- 

But nothing can be done in these lo- 
cal bodies respecting the incidence of 
taxation without the consent of Parlia- 
ment, so that all pressure in favor of 
taxing land values is gathering against 
that body. 

The Tory party, which tis the land- 
lords’ party, stands as a rock for ‘“‘vested 
rights,’ and it is likely to be joined by 
the old Whig element in the Liberal 
party in Parliament the moment that 
any general attack is made on lanl 
values. So long as tk®€¥V hold control of 

It is the Radicals and the mass of the 
Liberal party—to such men as those who 
forced the repeal of the corn laws, the 
extension af the suffrage and the es- 
tablishment of public schools—that those 
who favor the taxation of land values 
now look. 

The Liberal party is pretty well com- 
mitted to the principle of taxing land 
values. How do the party leaders stand? 

Sir William Harcourt, the party leader 
in the House of Commons, stands on 
record as saying that “the question of 
ground values affects the whole country, 
local and imperiay and ought to be con- 
sidered in any plan of local taxation.” 

Ex-Premier Rosebery says: “The tax- 
ation of ground values is a principle 
which will not be allowed to die until it 
has been carried into effect. It is a 
principle which is becoming universaliy 
estublished, because it has been acknowl- 
edged to be both just and sound.” 

John Morley says: “I cannot doubt that 
the principle involved in what is called 
the question of ground values is one 
which must make quicker and quicker 
way into the minds and opinions of the 
people.

Li } Oa Chang Has the 
Costliest Collection of 
Rare Skins in 
the World.

I HUNG CHANG Is believed to be 
the richest man in the world. This 


belief gains credit from 4 glimpseat 
one portion of hie invested capital which 
has recently made its appearance in Lon- 
don. Among other sources of income, the 
great Chinese satrap draws an annual 
tribute of precious furs from one of the 
Northern provinces. 

This is said to be the mountain and for- 
est district of Northwest Manchuria, 
whose “natural commodities” of fur- 
bearing animals are mentioned by the 
Emperor Kien Lung in the pious work 
in which the imperial author describes 
the country still eacred as the dwelling 
place of the spirits of his ancestors. 

Part of the tribute of the Russian Tar- 
tar tribes is also collected in the form 
of sables, and it ia known that while the 
poor Tartars send in the finest skins in 
true loyalty to the Czar, dishonest off!- 
tials substitute inferior furs, and the 
thoicest skins in the imperial wardrobe 
come not from tribute, but from pur- 
chase.

China. Li Hung Chang has immense 
warehouses in Pekin crammed with pre- 
cious furs from top to bottom, and no 
middleman pilfers the choice skins on 
their way to this repository. It has been 
done, but Li Hung Chang is a watchful 
ruler, and it is rumored that the punish- 
ment inflicted is so appropriate and dl- 
verting that no one has ever meddiled 
with Li's tribute sables since. 

There is an immense demand for rare 
fure in China. A nation in which neither 
men nor women wear jewels, but which 
has an exquisite taste for personal lux- 
uries, finds a substitute for jewels in cos- 
tume. 

An Indian or Afghan Prince will per- 
haps dress in white cotton, provided this 
pe set off by eome priceless gem on his 
sword, dagger and turban. 

A Chinese mandarin’s sole jewels may 
be a few bits of jade or carnelian, but he 
makes up for this in summer by {he rich- 
ness of his silks and iu winter by wear- 


' Ing robes of furs so splendid that it needs 


a certain education to appreciate the full 
beauty of the costume. 

It has long been known that the Chin- 
ese furriers were the best in the world, 
and that, except in the dyeing of seal- 
skins, their treatment of the fur itself, 
especially in improving its tint and lus- 
ter, was unrivaled. It was not, however, 
Suspected: that they could improve on 
the work of nature. 

An inspection of some of Li's furs re- 
cently sent to London showed that this 
was a task not beyond the art of the 
ancient civilization of the Far East. 
There were three or four robes which 
raised a certain excitement of admira- 
tion, even among the purely commercial 
experts of the wholesale fur trade. One 
of these robes was constructed with a 
special object. 

The aim of the Chinese furrier had 

been to make a skin of sable magnified 
to the size of the skin of a bear. In ad- 
dition to creating a gigantic sable, this 
genius also wished that the animal 
phould have fur with the hair all lying 
parallel, whereas in nearly every fur ex- 
cept that of the seal, when the long hairs 
are removed, the grain and direction fol- 
low the- anatomy of the body and give an 
unevenness to the whole. 
e To effect these objects, the artist had 
cut out the “‘tit-bits’” of sable skins and 
divided these into tiny strips averaging 
from an inch to half an inch in length. 
These strips were all from the same part 
of the sable’s body and were covered 
with fur of even length, luster and thick- 
ness. 

They were then sewn together with 
minute art, so that at the back the skin 
looked like a patchwork of tiny parallelo- 
Srams like the squares on a fritillary 
flower, averaging from three to four in 
the square inch: In front the fur was ab- 
solutely uniform, homogenous and ap-

itles devoted one entire session to 


a discussion of the liquor traffic ; 


the other day in Detroit, Mich 

The discussion developed a liberal ten- 
dency. There was a general disposition 
evidenced to look upon the saloonist as 
a business man and pay him respect ac- 
cordingly. 

Col. 8. E. Adams of Minneapolis took 
the place of his Mayor, Hon. Robert 
Pratt, and told about the traffic in the 
Flour City. The sale of liquor is restrict- 
ed to one-eighth of the city. The rest is 


a prohibitive district. The best of order 


is preserved, he said. The time for clos- 
ing Is 12 p. m. There is no admittance 
after that hour. Those inside may re- 
main until 1 a. m. and after that the 
saloons are hermetically sealed. The li- 
cense fee is $1000. No blind tigers are ai- 
lowed and the saloonists are as resolute 
in twisting tails as the authorities. 

Mayor George R. Avery of Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., was emphatic in his defense 
of the saloon man. He said: 

‘The circumstances must be ta 
account, All efforts should be made to 
let local governments rule themselves. 
The closing law for 11 o'clock is unfair to 
a city the size of Grand Rapids. A sa- 
loonist that pays his license is entitled 
to all the protection the law can give. 
Prosecution is not protection. It is un- 
fair to our hotels and saloons, There is 
a social club located in the heart of our 
city, in the immediate vicinity of the 
saloons and hotels. It is composed of 
some of our best citizens. After 11 o'clock 
they have a law for themsel@es. They are 
open from sun to sun and pay no tax, ex- 
cept the Government tax of $25. Three of 
the members are on our Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners, One of them ig 
on the House Committee of that club and 
buys all its wines and Hquors. Yet when 
a case comes up against a saloonist thas 
man ‘helps see to it that the saloonist 
is soaked. 

“More consideration should be shown 
the saloon man. He is often looked upon 
as a criminal. Local authorities act as if 
he were their rightful prey. But his 
rights as a business man, I say, should 
be respected and he should be given the 
same consideration as other business 
men. To elevate the etandard of saloons 
is better than to drive them off into cor. 
ners of the city, out of the way,, where 
a man has to lose his self-respect and use 
underhanded and sneaking methods {4 
get a drink. The most care should be ex.

NAVAL LIFE. 


Young Officers Who Enter 
the Service Are Al- 
most Paralyzed 
by the Cost, 


by those who would dance the 

-naval two-step. The war with 
Spain has opened up positions for profes- 
sional landsman, such as physicians and 
engineers, and they have been seized 
with avidity. 

But it is to be feared that a number 
of these gentlemen hastened to secure 
their appointments as ensigns, assistant 
surgeons, assistant paymasters or as- 
sistant engineerS without counting the 
cost. 

The signing of an ensign’s commission, 
for instance, entails upon the fledgling 
officer a broadside of expenditures, very 
apt to drain a moderate purse to the 
last penny. Official rank must be sur- 
rounded and decorated with an infinitude 
of gold lace and brass buttons, and it is 
upon this rock that the young officer 
generally splits. 

He enters the Service as an ensign, 
knowing that his pay forthe first five 
years will not exceed $25 a Week on sea 
duty, and only $15 a week if it should 
be his misfortune to be kept on waiting 
orderg. 

The ink his commission is scarcely 
dry be@ore We is interviewing tailors and 
outfitters and naval tradespeople in gen- 
eral. 

The very first item on the list is a full 
dress coat—one coat, mifid you—at $47. 
To complete that suit would be required 
a cloth waistcoat at $8 and a pair ofcloth 
trousers at $15.50, with $6 added for the 
gold lace. This makes a grand total of 
$76.50 for the first suit, over three weeks’ 
pay for one item. 

Next in order comes what is common- 
ly known as a uniform frock coat. It is 
worn in the service on semi-official oc- 
cations where the importance of the af- 
fair does not warrant a*great spread of 
gold lace. The cost is only $2 less than 
the dress coat, but it can be worn with 
the cloth trousers if the gold stripes are 
temporarily removed. The two suits 
just described are imperatively needed, 
but they do not see the same service_as

The addition means just $38 more out of 
the unfortunate ensign’s purse. 

The articles named cover only the mil- 
itary portion of the officer’s outft. 
There are still civillan clothes to be con- 
sidered, for it is not good form to wear 
naval uniforms ashore. 

An expenditure of about $500 for a 
position paying $25 a week! The ensign 
has one consolation, however. He knows 
that, although he draws $90 less each 
week than a rear admiral, he will have

She has been a. good Queen, She is a 
wise, prudent, able woman, and has tak- 
en great interest and an active part in 
public affairs. But the people will never 
cease to regard her as a foreigner. 

Since her husband's death the char- 
acter and the conduct of the court at 
Madrid has radically changed, for she is 
a moralist of the strictest type. She re- 
voked a concession her husband had giv- 
en for a gambling resort at Huelva. It 
was to be a eecond Monte Carlo, and the 
crown was to receive a large royalty as 
a “rake off,’’ but she wouldn't touch the 
money, and ordered the place to be 
closed. It is now a hotel. 

Under her reign the court has been as 
serious as that @f Queen Victoria, No 
man or woman with a tainted name has 
been allowed to hold office or visit the 
palace if she tould have her way. She 
has never attended a bull fight, which is 
the national sport of Spain, and, much to 
the indignation of the people, has pro- 
nounced it cruel and barbarous. 

The invitation lists of her balls and 
banquets are scanned with the closest 
scrutiny, in order that the seal of her 
condemnation might be fastened upon

Gunners, Bo’s’ns and Oth- 
ers Hold a Peculiar 
and Anomalous 
Position. 


HE men who accompanied Lieut. 
Hobson are to be made warrant 
officers. ‘This recalls the peéuliar 

fact that there are two and a half de- 


. grees in the social scale of the navy. 
First come the commissioned officers of | 


the line and staff—the admirals, captains, 
lieutenants, ensigns, surgeons, paymas- 
ters, engineers, marine officers and chap- 
lains, who constitute one degree; then 
next in the scale are the warrant officers 
—the boatswains, gunners, carpenters 
and sailmakers, ‘who by virtue of their 
small compHment and. their half-way 
position, can be counted only as half a 
init; and last in order is the great mass 
of enlisted men who range from the chief 
petty officers to the apprentices. 

The gunners, boatswains, sailmakers 
and carpenters of the navy are neither 
commissioned officers nor enlisted men. 
They wear a uniform similar to that 
worn by the former, but have no share 
afloat or 
ashore, no familiar intercourse with 
them on board, and are barred by their 
own pride of class from eeeking com- 
panions among the enlisted part of the 
crew. 

They mess in a room set apart for 
thelr common use, have separate state- 
roome, wear swords on duty and at mus- 
ter, but with it all they are neither ‘fish, 
flesh nor fowl.”’ 

Warrant rank is the highest rung in 
the ladder of promotion for enljgted 
men. Beyond that they cannot go, no 
matter what education they have nor 
what political influence they can bring 
to bear.

James Gurney, who has charge of Shaw's 
Garden, tended this particular plant for 90 
years, and when it withered and began to 
shrink and dry out the old gardener felt 
that he was suffering a greater loss than 
the death of a mere plant. 

“I watched and cared for that particular 
plant for 30 years,” he said.

Malaria is an exceedingly distressing disease. While in its grasp the patient 


is sick continually and unfit for work or the enjoyment of any recreation. 

It is a disease so common that everybody is familiar with the symptoms, either 
from persoral experience or close observation. 
In therapeutics quinine and arsenic form the specific. However, a change of cli- 
mate, which will remove the patient from the méiaria-infested section, is generally 
as’ efficacious as medicine. 

The great danger about malaria is the effect a neglected case is quite sure to produce 
in certain organs. Ailments of the kidneys, bladder, spleen and liver corne as fre- 


quently from malaria as other causes.

One time several. members of my family were 
ill with malaria. I hung a lot of eucalyptus branches, which I had pruned from 
the trees, about the sick room, and this, n connection with. the usual domestic — 
remedies, soon drove all trace of malatie out of the family. 
The eucalyptus globulus, ewmcaA “ft fhe medicinal tree of the family, isa native of 
Australia, but it is successfully grown in the Southern States and in Caltfornia. While 
it is not indigenous to ¢his latitude it may be reared in #. Louis with a Jittle cara 
We have a great nursber of the trees in Shaw's Garden. In Australia and other eemi- 
tropical countries the trees attain .heights of from 200 to 300 feet. Here we have them ay, 
high as 18 feet, and that growth is developed in thrre seasofts after the planting of the 
seed. 
The difficulty about cultivating the eucalyptus in St. Louis is the fact that the slight- 
est tinge of frost kills the plant or tree beyop¢@ resurrection. Obviously they must be kept 
indoors in winter!time and One seuson in a hothouse always kills them.

Certain topographical and atmospheric conditions are conducive to the generation of 
the germ. When the human blood becomes tnoculated with this germ malaria develops. 

For this reason most of 
the cases in St. /Touls are developed in sections adjacent to the river bottoms and in 


the neighborhood of ponds.

His Grace at tthe time conducted a private 
business for the benefit of the poor, and 
paid 6 per cent on all moneys received. 
There was one man in St. Louls whom 
the venerable prelate relied upon implicitly. 
With William Craney he intrusted two 
large boxes of gold. Their contents were 
estimated at $100,000. 

“I have infinite faith in you, William,’” 
said the Archbishop, handing him the 
heavy iron boxes, “and I want you to keep 
these for me until this trouble blows over.” 
The veteran cheerfully assented to his 
superiors wish and without delay he 
sought a secluded place for the treasure. 
He dug a hole under the coal shed, }lo- 
cated in the asylum yard, and after stor- 
ing away the money, he carefully refilled 
the excavation and covered the eurface 
with several tons of coal. 

Night and day William's eyes were riveted 
on that coal pile. At the end of four years 
he returned the boxes to the diocesan 
banker, They were intact and not a sinzle 
coin was missing. 

William declined to accept anything for 
his unreérsnitting vigilance. He remarked 
that he had merely performed his duty. 
Prior to coming to St. Louis William was 
employed at the Sisters of Charity Institute 
in Baltimore, Md. While there he fre- 
quently met the Archbishop of Baltimore, 
who was a brother of the St. Louis metro- 
politan. 

A warm friendship sprang up between 
them and was later the means of cementing 
his cordial relations with Archbishop 
Kenrick of St. Louls. He was npelcomed at 
the diocesan residence whenever he chose 
to go there—a privilege accorded few per- 
sons. An audience with the venerable Arch- 
bishop Kenrick usually lasted five minutes. 
Not eo with William. He passed hours in 
the great churchman’s company, and chat- 
ted freely with him on all subjects. 

When leaving His Grace would tap him 
on the shoulder and say: 

“Now, Wiliam, you must call again 
goon.”" 

Old William performed a host of duties 
at St. Ann’s Asylum. 

Each week he carried ‘the institution's 
contridutions to bank, and while down- 
town he generally invested in knick-knacks 
for the little ones at the home. He was an 
especial friend of the little tots,and when he 
passed their cradles in the morning he 
never failed to play with and amuse them. 
Often he nursed the tick abies: when 
the tiny waifs died he buried them. 

He delivered over 3000 small corpses to 
the cemetery. The record is, perhaps, not 
approached by any undertaker in St. Louis. 
Gentality was a marked trait of his dl«- 
position. He had a pleasant word for every 


one, and none could induce him to speak

WARRENSBURG, Mo., Aug. %.—Rev. 
Robert E. Howell, for nine months pastor 
of the Christian Church at Columbus, oc- 
cupies a lone cell at the county jail in this 
city, while Mre. Cora Henderson, the wife 
of William Henderson and the woman wit? 
whom the minister eloped, is at her home 
in Columbus and waiting for the time to 
come when she shall go upon the stand 
“and tell what she knows about an elope- 
ment in which she figured as leading lad;. 
Howell is now known as the “Firebug 
Parson,” and his chances for a long term 
in the state prison are declared by officials 
more certain as the evidence against him 
continues %o accumulate. In summary he 
is charged with a well-laid plot to shake 
the classic dust of Johnmeon County from 


his feet after. beating his creditors, de- 
frauding an insurance company and elop- 
ing with the wife of another man, 


Howell was deeply in debt; he had no 
money and his créditors were pressing him. 
He was driven to desperate straits, and 
his first move was to send his wife and 
five children to ker old home in Ilino!s on 
@ visit. Next, it Is charged, he planned to 
burn his home and defraud the tnsurance 
company, getting the money without pay- 
ing any of hig obligations, then to join 
Mrs. Cora Henderson and flee to greencr 
fields and pastures new. 

But at a time when it seemed the min- 
ister gentieman had his hands in the cof- 
fer of the insurance company. the unex- 

ected happened—the checkered career c* 
lowell suddenly came to light. 

The morning of June 18, 1898, the res'- 
Gence of Howell in this city was burned. 
At this time Howell's wife and children 
were visiting in Illindis, while Howell, ‘t 
18 also charged, even then was enjoying 
the companionship of Mrs. Cora Hender- 
60n ‘in Southwest Missouri. The suthor'- 
ties suspected incendiarism and suspicion 
rested upon one Charley Pinson, a young 
man who is in jail on a charge of killing 
@ livery team and who has been' mixed up 
in the scrapes of Howell, more or less, 
from the first. Pinson wus put through 
the “sweating” process and made a com- 
plete confession, stating that Howell .em- 
Piovyed him to burn his residence in War- 
rensburg. To a Post-Dispatch ‘reporter, 
who visited the jail this morning, Pinson 
related in substance the following story: 

Sunday morning, June ]2, Howell hired a 
livery rig in Warrensburg and drove to 
Columbus Township to fll his regular ap- 
pointment. He drove by Green Door, a 
country postoffice, and stopped at the resi- 
dence of James Brown, where Pinson was 
working, He asked Pinson to meet him at 
Columbus that evening. 

Pinson met him and the two returned to 
Pinson’s home. On the way back § the 
pesecner hired his companion to burn his 

Ouse, stating that he wished the destruc- 
t.on to take place as soon as possible and 
agreeing to give him $50 for the ‘‘job.”’ 
The two men separated with a mutual 
understanding. 

Friday. June 18, Pinson came to Warrens- 
burg, where he spent the afternoon loafing.

‘ UT it is not every woman who can weep effec- 
tively,”" said the,sjcharming actress Selina 
Fetter, or, as she {s'also known, Mrs. Edwin 
Milton Royle, to a World reporter the other day. 

“It is most difficult, as every one who has ever tried 
it will tell you,” she continued, ‘‘to really weep 60 
that your audience is moved by your tears, and yet 
not make a sight of yourself by giving way to your 
emotion. 

“Actual abandonment to grief is seldom pathetic to 
the onlooker. Extremes meet too closely. There is 
an element of the grotesque in every intense emotion. 
Th audience must be so in sympathy with you that 
they laugh and cry with your joys and sorrows in 
order not to see the ridiculous side which is ever 
present. Very few persons are capable of eo carryibg 
their auditors with them. Let one person regard 
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the scene simply as a spectator and he takes merely 
a cynical amusement in watching the throes of your 
agony. 

“T am speaking of an audience in its broad sense,”’ 
said Mrs. Royle. “I do not mean simply the people 
who sit in front of the footlights, but the many spec- 
tators in daily life, for whom we are all—and women 
especially—constantly acting. 

“Real emotion is not pleasant to look upon. Unless 
the heart of the spectator is touched, his sense of 
beauty bs only jarred by the spectacle, and your grief 
inspires him, at the best, with a kind of contemptuous 
pity, which, too often, merges into irritation and dis- 
gust. This is why so many men are made angry by 
the sight of women's tears. 

“I do not for a moment say to women ‘Don’t cry, 
said the actress, ‘‘for tears are most useful weapons 
at times; but don’t really cry, that’s all. Save your 
ecalding, bitter tears for the privacy of your own 
apartment, or, better, don’t shed them at all. They 
only distort your face, make your nose red and your 
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eyes like bits of du glass. No woman can afford to 
sacrifice her beauty under any circumstances. 

“But there is an art in crying of which some women 
are past mistresses. They can at will turn open the 
tear ducts and allaw a few pearly drops to course 
gently down their damask cheeks without gaining dur- 
ing the process a damask nose as well.
